1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention, as defined by, and when read in light, of the specification, is to coatings on a 
polymeric substrate which has been physically altered in its topography to increase the 
topographical area/projected area ratio. The physical alteration of such articles are 
nowhere contemplated nor taught as desirable in the prior art. Articles with porosity 
differences are known, but do not have the same topography as the physically altered 
articles as claimed by applicants. The claimed articles are, therefore, both novel and 
unobvious over the cited prior art.
